Mr. Olrard was a son of Frank Olr-

At tho age ot eight 
years he ntmo (o Cunnellsvlllc with 
his parents to reside. .Ho received Ills 
education In tho local public schools. 
Ho learned the brick laying trade, but 
e-irly took up contracting In that line.
